MewYor. 
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What Walter N. Lawrence Will Do 
This Season. 

In making his announcement for the cur- 
rent season, .Walter N. Lawrence, lessee and 
manager of the Madison Square Theatre, 
calls attention to the fact that the famous 
old playhouse will probably be demolished 
when his lease expires, a year from tbe 
present time. It Is understood tbat a large 
office building, In connection with tbe Filth 
Avenue Hotel, la to be erected on the theatre 
site. 

Before the doors are finally closed, Mr. 
Lawrence Intends to offer a serfes of revivals, 
Including several pieces tbat helped to es- 
tablish the reputation of .the house In days 
gone by. Three of the old pieces now being 
considered are "May Blossom," David Be- 
lasco's great success ; "Hazel Klrke," Steel 
Mackayea famous drama, and "Young Mrs. 
Wlnthrop," by Branson Howard. These re- 
vivals will not be made before tbe latter part 
of tbe season. 

All new productions to be made at the 
Madison Square Theatre this season will oe 
the work of American authors. As proved by 
his past offerings, Mr. Lawrence believes not 
only In the future, but In the present of the 
American dramatists. 

Two of the most Important new pieces will 
be the work of women playwrights. One Is 
bv Rachel Crothers. author of ,: The Three of 
Us," which ran all last season at the Madi- 
son Square Theatre. The other Is a new 
rollicking comedy by Grace Livingston Fur- 
nlss, who made tbe successful dramatic ver- 
sion of "The Man on the Box." The Madi- 
son Square Theatre will open on Sept 2, 
with tie first presentation of this new piece 
by Miss Fumlse, entitled "The Man on tbe 
Case." Jameson Lee Finney will be the 
Man. Elsie Leslie and Mary Hampton will be 
prominent In the cast 

Mr. Lawrence's foremost production of the 
season will be tbe new piece by Miss Croth- 
ers, entitled "The Coming of Mrs. Patrick." 
Here the author has departed radically from 
tue model of her earlier achievement. The 
scenes of the new play are all laid in New 
York City, and the heroine Is a trained nurse. 
The same dominant note of pathos will be 
observed, but, In this Instance, the pathos Is 
mellowed by a pervading sense of quiet hu- 
mor. Mrs. Patrick brings happiness to a 
family In which sickness and dissensions have 
run riot. 

"Kronstadt," a dramatisation by James 
McArthur, of Max Pemberton's novel of the 
same name, is also to be produced this sea- 
son. "The Babblers," by Stanley Dark, Is 
yet another new piece which Mr. Lawrence is 
anxious to submit to the Judgment of the 
public. 

"The Three of Us" Is to be presented on 
the road this season with two distinct and 
capable companies. Carlotta Nlllson, sup- 
ported by the original Madison Square cast, 
will head one company, to star In the great 
Eastern cities. The other company, for which 
the players have been selected with equal 
care, Is to tour the far West "The Man on 
the Box" and "Mrs. Temple's Telegram," 
with the advantage of two or three seasons 
of continued popularity, are again to go on 
the road. 

Mr. Lawrence Intends forming a permanent 
theatrlenl organization, to be known as the 
Madison Square Co. This company, which 
will present the foremost Lawrence produc- 
tloos each season, will take Its name from the 
famous Madison Square Theatre. Mr. Law- 
rence has determined to take this means of 
perpetuating the name of tbe theatre after 
Its destruction. 

The supporting company, with which Car- 
lotta Nlllson will this season star as Rhy 
Maccbesney In "The Three of Us," is to 
be billed as "The Original Madison Square 
Co." This organisation, when "The Three of 
Us" has been more generally seen, wilt form 
tbe nucleus of the permanent company, with 
Miss Nlllson as the permanent star. 

Mr. Lawrence expects to make several pro- 
ductions every season with his Madison Square 
Co. 



II. C. Whitney Retnma to Chicago 
from Abroad. 

B C. Whitney returned to his Whitney 
Opera House. Aug. 7, and Immediately made 
an announcement of the good things which 
he has In store for his Chicago patrons dur- 
ing tbe coming season. He said : "While 
In London I secured from George Edwardes 
the American rights to 'Mme. Sherry,' a 
light opera from the French, known In Paris 
as 'The Mervellleuse.' It deals with the Na- 
poleonic era and contains a great part for 
a small comedian like John Siavln. It was 
produced at Daly's Theatre, In London, after 
enjoying an extensive run In Paris. I alBO 
secured from Mr. Edwardes the rights to 
'bee See,' a Japanese light opera, with mu- 
sic by Sidney Jones. 

"With my brother Fred I secured an op- 
tion on the release of a very prominent Lon- 
don playhouse. I cannot divulge the name 
yet. I arranged for the London production 
of 'A Knight for a Day' at one of the Ed- 
wardes or Frohman bouses. The date has 
not been definitely fixed, bat I expect that 
tbe production will be seen In LoMon about 
next March. I Intend to take over a com- 
pany entirely American, both principals and 
chorus. 

"While In New York I secured the rights 
of 'Mexlcana,' produced a couple of seasons 
ago, but It was not seen throughout the 
country. It Is by Raymond Hobbeil and 
Robert B. Smith, who are responsible for

American Theatre urnl Hotel In 
Coarse of Krecllou at St. Lonls. 

Tho American Theatre and Hotel, now being 
erected in St. Louis, is a twelve story structure. 
The theatre, as planned, after a study of two 
years, has proven another step In tbe science 
of construction. B, N. Oppenhelmcr, presi- 
dent of tbe American Theatrical Co., who 
controls thla property, met many obstacles 
In outlining tbe structure such as he desired 
to build, for tbe reason that there had been 
nothing of Its kind ever constructed, snd It 
wai an entirely new Idea of archltcture and 
engineering. 

After considerable argument with various 
architects, F. C. Bonsack, of St. Louis, under 
took the task to draw plana and construct 
the building according to the "Oppcnhelmer 
Idea." 

Tbe theatre la what will be known ob a 
"Fortler House," consisting of an orchestra 
floor, parlor circle, and first and second bal- 
conies, with a seating capacity of 2,200. Tbe 
auditorium proper is seventy-two and one- 
half feet wide by slxty-ulno feet deep, and 
eighty-four feot high. Over the theatre 
proper aro the five stories of the hotel. In 
order to have a theatre without a post In It, 
It was necessary to construct Immense gird- 
ers, which span from side to side, making a 
sovcuty-two and one-half foot span, and car- 
rying live stories of tbe hotol on top of thla 
girder. The building has nine steel girder 
spans that are seventy-two and one-half feet 
long, seven and one-half feet high, and three 
feet thick, weighing forty tons. In order 
that the building might be absolutely safe, all 
of the balcony floors are carried on trusses, 
constructed on the same basis as the one lust 
above outlined, thereby placing all tbe weight 
on the side columns, or dlroct on tbo ground. 
All of these are enclosed with a three toot 
heavy brick wall, and this wall carries no 
weight except Its own. 

The house will be fitted up with every 
convenience known to science and art. The 
two lower floors of the theatre will have a 
handsome wnlnscotlng of Italian marble. 
All of the side and top walls will be paneled 
off with beautiful wreaths and figures sug- 
gestive of drama and music, and In keeping 
with the name which the theatre bears — 
"American." Tho side fixture for electric 
lights is a large brass eagle holding an elec- 
tric light above each foot, with an electric 
light coming out of the top of each wing. 
Tho lighting of this theatre Is a feature, with 
twenty-soven hundred electric lights. All of 
tho stuff work, around the boxes and balcony, 
Is from original Ideas, and carrlea out a 
different effect than the ordinary use of 
flowered design for this purpose. 

Thuro are no boxes directly on the lower 
floor. There ore two tlera of boxes on each 
side, supported nine feet above tbe main 
floor, running up for three stories, and on 
the parlor circle for tbe entire front there will 
be open logcB. Tho rulls aro four Inch brass 
railing, handsomely draped off with light 
preen plush. On the second, or parlor floor, 
Is a beautiful ladles' parlor, finished in Italian 
marble nnd walls of French plate mirrors, 
with a dome celling ornamented with staff. 
la keeping with tbe rest of the building. 
This second floor also contains a gentlemen's 
smoking room entirely finished in Inlaid 
wood. Tho entire building Is equipped with 
tho vacuum cleaning plant, and there will 
be a beautiful fountain on tho aecond floor 
producing tco water. 

The dressing rooms In this theatre ore oil 
very large, and every dressing room hna all 
conveniences, such as toilet rooms, hot, cold 
and lee water. Elegant ladles' dressing 
tnhles for makeup purposes, five foot French 
plato mirrors, wardrobes, reclining couches 
and rocking chairs. Tho chairs to be used 
in tho theatre are also of a new design, and 
arc constructed from blrdsoyo maple, and 
upholstored In genuine leather. These chairs 
have every convenience, tuch as the specially 
constructed hatrack for gentlemon, also the 
specially constructed hatrack for lodlei' 
hntB.and umbrella holders. The leather used 
on theso chairs Is an olive green, and tbo 
Interior dccorntlon of tbe theatre will bo a 
light green solid wall, with tho necessary 
light and dark colors to carry out a real 
American appearance. 

The stage Is 72V4x40xS4 feet high. All 
of the blocks, pulleys and stage equipments 
aro solid Iron, and tbo stage la equipped with 
tho latest Improved steel curtain, which 
works with a motor, and by hand as well.

house. In place of carpeU, a preparation 
called asbcstlio Is put down in all the aisles 
and foyers, and this li colored, and looks 
exactly like carpot.

Itlilmril Munafleld. 

Itlchurd MnnsUcId, famous for years on the 
American stage as uu actor of high Idea s. 
and a great producer of the classics of the 
druiua. dleil at 41.80 o'clock on tbe mumliig 
of I'T'ldnv, Aug. 30, nt his Summer residence. 
Seven Acres, on Ocean Avenue. New London, 
Conn. His deatli -was due to cirrhosis of the 
liver, aggravated by nervous troubles nnd 
other complications. Ilia brother, Felix, bad 
repeatedly given out statements to the press 
that Muusiii'ld wits Improving, but the phy- 
sician at New London stated that death was ' 
not entirely unexpected.

.Richard Mansfield was born on the island 
of Heligoland, May 24, l(iC7, Ills mother he- 
lug Mmc. Ermlnla Manstleld-Kudersdorff, a 
famous singer, who migrated here from Eu- 
rope about 18tltl. He Inherited from bis gtfteil 
mother his nervous temperament and artistic 
Ideals. . Much of bis early life was passed In 
Boston, Mass., wbere ho went while still in. 
his teens. His earlier yours, however, were 
spent in schools In Italy, Germany, France 
and England, und it was while he was In' 
school ut Derby, Frig., that be made bis llrst 
appearance on the stage, playing Sbyloek, In. 
"Tho Merchant of Venice." Later on he 
studied painting, and when hlg mother came 
to America to teach singing, he was taken 
with her.. He worked In a dry goods house. 
In' Boston for u time, nnd at- tbo age of 
twenty returned to England und took up 
painting again, but be almost starved as a 
result of this work, and soon became an after 
dinner and drawing room entertainer. Long 
before he adopted tbe stage as a profession 
he entertained ut the Savage Club. In London, 
Eng., his skill us a vocalist and musician, 
anil bis cleverness as an Imitator of well 
known actors, winning blm favor there. 

He then Joined tbe German Heeds, famous 
drawing room entcrtulnera. 

Soon be attracted the notice of W. S. Gil- 
bert, then at tbe height of his successful 
partnership -with Sir Arthur Sullivan. Mr. 
Alanslleld's llrst appearance In comic operu 
was at a copyright performance of "Tito 
Pirate of Penzance," In whlcb he took the 
leading part. Luter lie played In "Plnuforc" 
and "Tbe Sorcerer" In the companies which 

fierformed those operas In the British prov- 
aces, his Initial salary being $10 a week. 

He soon determined to visit America, and 
made bis debut here at the old Stundard The- 
atre. New York City, on Sept. 20, 1878, aB 
Dromez, In "Les Munteaux Nolrs." 

Later he appeared as Nick Vcdder. In tbe 
opera culled "Kip Van Winkle." for which 
Planiiuette composed the music. He was 
then In u number of performances of Gilbert 
ami Sullivan opercttus. Including "Iolanthe." 
While playing the part of tbe Chancellor In 
this opi-ri'iiu. Mr. MnnsUcId severely Injured 
his ankle while dunclng one night nt Balti- 
more, mid was forced io leave tbe cast. 

This wus a fortunate uccldent for him, be- 
cause It forced blm Into accepting an en- 
gagement on the legitimate stage. The story 
of his remarkable leup Into prominence Is 
well kuown. 11 wui lu 1S8!l, when A. M. 
Palmer produced "A- Parisian Uomunee," at 
the Union Square Theatre, this cltv. Mr. 
JIunstleld hud been engaged for a verv small 
purl, and the role of Baron Chevrial was 
to be played by J. H. Stoddart. but at the 
lusl moment, afler'rebearsliig fur some time, 
Mr. Sloddurl decided that the part was not 
suited to lilui. Mr. Munslleld asked for the 
role, was given It, and created It Jan. 10, 
188.1. It was 'Immediately balled as a re- 
markable Impersonation, und It gave him 
Insliint and wide recognition as tin actor of 
deep Intelligence and singular power. 

"A Parisian Homonce" hud a notable run, 
and later on Mr. Munslleld starred at the 
head of Ids own company In tills plov. Fol- 
lowing that lie turned to comic opera and

Hit peculiar temperament, and hit actlont 
which were the outcome of it, hare alwaya 
been freely dlseutaed by newspaper!, frtendt 
and enemies. His extremely critical tense of 
what was art In acting often caused him to 
express this criticism In the form of sarcasm. 

On* Instance of thla It related where be 
was showing an actor In a small part Just 
how ha wished a certain bit of atage busl- 
■ets done. The young actor was consclen- 
tloui as wall at ambitious, and bad pre- 
viously played better part* to advantage, but 
at rehearsal the star's Impatience teemed to 
hare the effect of seml-peralyalng the young 
man's efforts at doing hit best Finally, 
after falling In two or three attempts to do- 
urer the line exactly as directed, the yonng 
attor mads the lama excuse : 

"I guest I'm a bit oat of form, I heren't 
been working lately." 

"Oh I" said Manafleid with a touch of simu- 
lated surprise, "then you have been on the 
stage before," 

. An oft-repeated Incident concemlraj the apt 
answer of another small part actor who wai 
doing his best to please tho manager-star 
occurred during a rehearsal. 

After the young man bad failed to carry 
out Mansfield's Idea of a scene, the star care- 
fully explained what be wished, then went 
through With It himself. 

•There, now I" he exclaimed to the young 
actor, "play it the way I do."

bership." The motto, "Eureka," la familiar 
to the ear of all loyal Callfornlans, and the 
yellow poppy. In the form of a email pin, la 
. the emblem to be worn by the members. 

The absolutely unpremeditated birth of tbe 
"O. 0. P. C." occurred one Sunday night 
last June, at a friendly gathering In tbe 
music studio of Mme. Caro noma, formerly 
of San Francisco, now of New York. The 
guests, who were all Callfornlans, had been 
relating- personal experiences of the diffi- 
culties met by them aa atranger* In this big 
city, In securing favorable openlnga In tbelr 
different professions. Some told of their 
loneliness In the great, cold place, where 
things were so different from the proverbial 
hospitality of the "coast," white others de- 
plored the Infrequent opportunities for Call- 
fornlans to meet each other. From tbeae 
discussions grew tbe spontaneous resolution

Oscar HammcrBteln sprung a big surprise 
in Philadelphia last week, when he announced 
that he bad purchased, through Brokers Bam- 
berger. Levi A Mandel, for $150,000, the 
Harrah mansion, one of the One residences 
of the town at the southwest comer of 
Broad and Poplar Streets, as a site for a 
grand opera house, Accompanying this was 
also the announcement that the stable and 
dwelling at Nos. Oil to 019 North Broad 
Street, on the opposite aide of the street, 
bad been bought for fQO.OOO, as a site for 
a theatre, with the probability that the bouse 
on completion would be used for Belasco at- 
tractions. Both of these properties occupy 
relatively the same position on Broad Street, 
In respect to distance from the business sec- 
tion of tho city as Forty-second Street and 
Broadwa" does to Fourteenth Street and 
that thoroughfare. 

The Harrah mansion occupies an area of 
240 by 160 feet, and Mr. Hammersteln. has 
already commissioned Architects J. B. Mc- 
Klfatrlck k Boas, of New York, to prepare 
the necessary plans and specifications with 
a view of beginning the erection on Nov. 1. 
Work will be pushed so that the bouse will 
be ready for occupancy by the beginning of 
the operatic season of 1008. The opera 
bouse will contain three galleries and a roof 
garden, and will have a seating capacity of 
r.,ooo. The stage will have a width of 160 
feet and a depth of 70 feet, and will be 
sufficiently ample for the most massive pro- 
duction. 

The opera house and lot will require an 
expenditure of 91.000,000. Although Mr- 
Hammersteln saya that he will furnish all of 
the funds necessary, It is generally under- 
stood that a real estate holding corporation 
will be formed. In which a number of local 
capitalists are Interested, which will finance 
the erection of the opera hotiBO nnd make Mr. 
Hammersteln the manager. Mr. Hammer- 
steln has a number of new nnd original Ideas 
which will be Incorporated In the new build- 
ing. 

No definite announcement hes been made 
concerning the site on the opposite side of 
the street, other than that a theatre cover- 
ing an area of 100 by 160 tect will be built 
there at a cost of $300,000.

For months I have 
been quietly perfecting my plans for grand 
opera, and grand opera In the fullest sense 
of the word. In Philadelphia, Boston, Wash- 
ington, Chicago, St. Louis and Cincinnati. 
In these cities I will give grand opera Juat 
as I am doing In my Manhattan Opera House, 
In New York, and as I am going to do next 
season In Philadelphia."

Among the 10,000 cheering enthusiasts who 
packed the Palace of tbe Fans, on Bowlers' 
Field Day, Sept 11, there were a few who 
remembered tbe early Meld days, when base- 
ball was young. In that vast turnout wolch 
enjoyed tbe first national field day of .modern 
times there was one.v.eteran who counts with 
his treasures one of tbe gold medals awarded 
by Frank Queen and The New York Clip- 
per to the champion players In their re- 
spective positions, way back In 1868 — almost 
two-score years ago.- J. ■ William Johnson, 
tbe Cincinnati attorney, was tbat old Clip- 
per champion who enjoyed ' Ibis up-to-date 
sporting pageant In Knickerbockers. One of 
the trio of fudges on tbe field — the man who 
took Ban Johnson's place on tli^ list — was 
Clyde Johnson, an old Cornell boy* and mem- 
ber' of the Avondales, which have won half 
a dozen consecutive championships In the 
Saturday Afternoon League. It was more 
than a compliment — It was eminently fitting 
— tbat for referee of this field day, destined 
to become an annual event In the calendar 
of balldom's fixtures, that The New York 
Clipper, earliest exponent of the national 
game, should be selected to provide the 
referee. Willi tm M. Rankin held that Impor- 
tant position among what The Enquirer called 
•History Making Field Officials." A New 
York Ci.ippf.ii man beaded tbat list, and a 
Net, Yobk Clipper man rounded up tbe 
roster, for tbe official records were kept aud 
compiled by Ben Mulford Jr., for many years 
Cincinnati correspondent for The New York 
Clipper. Others who took official part were : 
Starter, Sturlmck Smith : judges, Harry Clay 
l'ulllom, president of the. National League, 
and John. E. Bruce, secretary of. the National 
Commission ; timers, I'. W. Murphy, M. C. 
Longenecker and T. S. Andrews, of Milwau- 
kee: measurers, Alfred Brodbeck, N. C. 
Seuss and Ed. Brendamour, and clerk of 
course, Morris II. Isaacs. 

It. was August (Garry) Herrmann who 
fathered this Idea of field-day contests to de- 
cide questions of Individual excellence in 
several departments of play. The entry 
lists were, open to all — major and mlno'r 
leagues-^-and three of the- -four champion- 
ship events in which minors took part 
■seie carried off by them. Despite the .rain, 
which compelled a day's postponement, 
"Bowlers' Day" proved tremendously popu- 
lar.- At advanced prices from fifty cents 
to $1,50, tbe entertainment fund, for next 
February's meet of the American Bowling 
Congress, of which "Garry" Herrmann Is also 
president, was appreciably fattened. To 
each of the winners of the five events, which 
prefaced a regular championship game be- 
tween Cincinnati and Pittsburg, was pre- 
sented $100 In sold and a handsome gold 
medal, emblematical of the victory gained. 
Each conqueror was rpunded up Immediately 
after tbe event and presented with five gold 
eagles.

Deaths in tbc Profession 

Lewis Sells, of the famous Sells Brothers, 
died In Columbus, <>., on Sept. 0, from 
llrlght's disease, aged sixty-live years. He 
was the last of the four Sells brothers who 
owned the circus which in 1801) was united 
with Adam Korcpaugh's show. The combined 
show was sold three years ago to the late 
James A. Bulley and ningllng brothers. 
Lewis Sells was a born showman, and spent 
all his life In the business, in which be bad 
become known all over the United States. 
Lewis Sells was born Nov. 12, 1841. The 
Sells brothers, Ephralm, Allen, Lewis and 
Peter, organized their first menagerie and 
circus, which consisted of tea cages of ani- 
mals and a fair company, in Columbus, 0., 
during the Winter of 1871-72. They gave 
their Initial exhibition in that city on April 
10, 1872. For some time the Sells Brothers 
ran two shows. In 1800 they took their 
circus to Australia. The trip paid, though 
they encountered many difficult obstructions. 
They worked to New Zealand, and then re- 
turned to America and tho West. They en- 
larged tbclr show, and soon they found they 
were encrouchlng upon the Barnutn and Fore- 
pnugh shows. The result was that they sold 
out to James A. Bailey. Bailey also bought 
the Forepiiugh outfit and combined the two, 
giving the business management over to Peter 
and Lewis Sells. It was then that the show 
camo to New York for tho Orst time. ' It 
showed for three Springs at the Madison 
Square Gordon. LewlB Sells retired some 
time ago and went to live In Columbus. 

Mantle Ford Douu'Ias, of the vaude- 
ville team, Douglas and Ford, died recently 
at the home of her parents, In San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., after a short Illness. She was a 
sister of Alice Burnettc, of tho O'Rourke and 
Burnette Trio, and had worked with her 
husband, Wlnllcld Douglas, for nearly four- 
teen yearn The team traveled all over the 
world, playing dates In vaudeville and also 
appealing In musical comedy. Her husband, 
Wlnllcld DouglnB, and one son survive her. 

Fred Gottlob, of the vaudeville team, 
Mr. nnd Mrs. Fred Gottlob, died on ScpL 2, 
In Chicago, 111., after a serious surgical oper- 
ation. He began his career as a vaudeville 
rwrformor In St. Louis, Mo„ and since then 
had played the leading theatres from ocean 
to ocean. His wife, Amy Gottlob, survives 
him. The remains were taken care of by 
the B. P. O. E., of which he was a= member 
for many years. 

John B. Ward, an actor, died suddenly 
on Aug, 10, at Munchonlal, Jamaica, West 
Indies. He was a well known comedian and 
had traveled with burlcBmie compnnlcs, and 
plnycd the leading vnudcvlllo houses through- 
out tho country.
